Refusal of Government 
To Pay Gold for Gold 
Certificates Is Attacked 
In Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—(P)— 
The government’s refusal to pay gold 
for gold certificates was attacked in 
the supreme court today as the breach 
of a solemn contract. 

On its part the government, through 
counsel, pleaded that the nine justices 
Jeaning forward intent from the bench 
of their tiny, austere courtroom render 
a decision that “will make for peace 
and will not defeat the early return of 
prosperity to this weary land.” 

Arguing for the opposition that the 
government’s gold certificates were 
essentially “warehouse receipts,” for 
specified quantities of gold coin, Otto

“My political salvation has been 
that the people of the city have con- 
fidence in my integrity. I have served 
all these years without building up a 


political machine— without putting|/ p 


myself under obligation to anyone. 
The people may not always agree with 
me but they know I’m sincere.” 

In the election last December he 
received a handsome vote of confi- 
dence, beating two opponents for the 
office. , 

Mayor Key has been embroiled in 
one scrap after another during his 
time in office. One of the hardest 
fights in his career was the recall 
movement which came after he de- 
clared in favor of repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment during a trip to 
Paris in 1931. This stand caused a 
furore in Atlanta, but he beat the re- 
call movement after a bitter fight. 

His latest battle came when he pro- 
posed recently putting up a city-owned 
liquor store, the profits to be used 
for revenue to prevent cutting of sal- 
aries of municipal employes. Council 
disapproved the plan. 

The mayor is proud of a $2,000,000 
reduction in the city’s annual ex- 
penditures, a cut which he said was 
made during his last term.

ernment considering it dangerous to 
attain this result solely by free com- 
petition.”

Commissioner Zack UV. Cravey, of 
the Georgia department of game end 
fish, was challenged Thursday to prove 
his assertion that tie wild life re- 
sources of Georgia would be worth 
$100,000,000 to the state by 1940, 
The commiésioner pi oc the chal- 
lenge and produced evidence that was 
said to be “entirely satisfactory” by 
a committee of local sportsmen who 
called on him. 

“That statement is not a _pipe- 
dream,” said the commissioner, citing 
the revenue to the citizens of Penn- 
syivania, Wisconsin and Michigan, 
and comparing their possibilities for 
game production with those of Geor- 
gia. It seems that Georgia's climate 
and diversity of geographic conditions 
offer exceptional opportunities for 
game development, well above those 
factors of the states mentioned. 

“In addition, Georgia game is not 
subject to the cyclic die-off that af- 
fects certain game in those etates 
every 10 years, nor is it subject to 
the damaging effects of hard winters 
which operate to reduce the resistance 
of game birds and animals to disease 
and predators through starvation. 

“As « matter of cold fact.” Cravey 
said, “we have the possibilities men- 
tioned and maybe more. How much 
beyond this figure the revenue will go 
we cannot guess, but Wisconsin tour- 
ists spend better than that sum cvery 
year in that state. No, we have been 
conservative in that estimate and it 
is more likely to happen than any 
of you believe if the general assem- 
bly will approve the program we have 
devised to make it ~ fact instead of 
n statement. It ean be done. All 
we want is a chance to do it. The 
people of Georgia have it coming to 
them.” 

Cravey also said he would make 
the way plain for the people to fol- 
low and show them how they might 
be able to realize a profit on wild 
life, but it would take the assistance 
of every person in the state to ac- 
complish the urpose, “It’s not a 
one-man job,” he said.

This 
situation, the proponents say, Is ex- 
actly what the secretary of agriculture 
wished to avoid. To avoid it now, 
Representative Deen believes that the 
small farmer must be given an exemp- 
tion of at least three bales, otherwise 
the control act will have defeated the 
very purpose for which it was en- 
acted. 

Those in congress who are pushing 
for a two or three bales exemption 
point to the latest report of the de- 
partment of agriculture in which the 
world cotton crop estimate is now 
laced at 23,000,000 bales or 200,000 
Sole less than the department’s No- 
vember estimate, and 3,100,000 bales 
less than production in 1933. Because 
of this shrinkage in world production 
proponents of the Russell and Deen 
hills feel that an exemption of three 
bales for the small farmer would not 
materially affect the control policy of 
the government but would benefit the 
tenant farmer who is having a diffi- 
eult time to pay expenses of growing 
his crop.

The résolution was not voted on. 

In 1934, the eouncil stated that “we 
look with favor upon any legal meas- 
ure which promises sure and perma- 
nent eradication of this crime of lynch- 
ing. 

A suggestion was made that the 
council restate this statement, but it 
Was opposed. 

Mrs. Jessie Daniel Ames, of Deca- 
tur, executive director of the associa- 
tion, advised the council to steer clear 
of political legislation until the group 
became “large enough to be felt.’ 

The resolution expressed the asso- 
ciation’s belief that lynchings “gen- 
erally grow out of a racial hysteria 
caused by fear that white supremacy 
We know that in many 
places any person, man or woman, can 
create a mob and incite it to destruc- 
tion of life and property by arousing 
this eyer present fear. In condemning 
hee we must face these factors 
and. publicly acknowledge them.” 

The association said areas still re- 
tarded by ignorance and prejudice 
should be intelligently cultivated by so- 
cial, educational and religious forces 
to reduce the crime. 

The 1935 objectives were: . To en- 
list 10,000 men and women in’ this 
work; to give immediate publicity to 
}causes behind every lynching; to se- 
cure the signature of every sheriff 
in the south through personal ‘calls by 
local constituents; and to enlighten 
the public. 

The Association received a report 
Thursday that there were 50 per cent 
fewer lynchings in 1934 than the year 
pervious. 

Representatives of the association 


there were 55 prevented lynchings last 
year. Forty-five of these occurred 
in the territory of the association. 

The report was contained in the 
association’s official bulletin. 

Association’s Growth. 

In four years the association has 
grown from 30 signatory members who 
indorsed its program to 26,000 signa- 
tures coming from all the southern 
states, she said. ‘The members rep- 
resent over 1,000 of the 1,400 coun- 
ties and approximately 2,600 cities. 

Thirteen governors have committed 
themselves to the program, and five, 
during recent political campaigns, 
made pledges to prevent lynchings, 
she said. 

During the past year 
members obtained signatures 
287 county officials. sa

A LEGAL BAR TO UNFAIR RATES 


The elimination by act of con- 
gress of the unfair and unjust 
freight differentials from which the 
south is suffering is sought in an 


Ramspeck to the present act regu- 
lating interstate commerce. 

The freight rate differentials are 
the result of the rate regulations 
set up by the interstate commerce 
commission, and put a heavy handi- 
cap on manufactured commodities 
and raw materials going from the 
south into northern and midwest- 
ern markets in competition to east- 
ern commodities that must travel 
greater distances but pay less 
freight. 

An attack on these differentials 
from a different angle was aimed 
by Senator George on the first day 
of the present session in the in- 
troduction of two resolutions in the 
senate calling for sweeping investi- 
gations into the unfair rates from 
the south into midwestern markets. 

Despite continued efforts, over a 
long period, by southern shippers 
to secure relief from an intolerable

Spanish Prisons. 

In 12. months the occupants of 
Spain’s prisons have increased from 
11,000 to 35,000. Just before the re- 
cent uprising there were 16,000 prison- 
ers under lock and key, and this nym- 
ber has duplicated almost overnight. 
Of those at present detained, 3,000 are 
what are termed in Spain “governmen- 
tal prisoners”; that is to say they ave 
held at the disposition of some author- 
ity without having been charged with 
any specific offense, a procedure which 
is possible in view of the non-exist- 
ence of an equivalent of the “Habeas 
Corpus.” 

The triplication of the number of 
prisoners caused serious strain to the 
prison system. In Gijon a church, be- 
longing to the Jesuits, was used as 
a prison for 600 persons. A good deal 
of damage was done there, before the 
ecclesiastical authorities succeeded in 
having the treasures removed. In Bar- 
celona and Bilbo and other ports 
ships were pressed into service to func- 
tion as prisons, Senor Azana, for- 
mer prime minister, is a prisoner 10 
this day on a ship lying off Barcelona. 

While in prison, the Senor’s wife 
had drawn the winning ticket in the 
national lottery, 3,000,000 pesetas, 
nearly $400,000. It is proposed to open 
concentration camps in Spain to re- 
lieve the prisons and to transfer a 
good number of the prisoners to the 
West African coast to some penal 
colony that is being rigged up there.

INSIDE INFORMATION ON 
DIGESTION. 


Before we go to the mat today, folka, 
I beg leave to reiterate a fundamental 
fact, -to wit, that there is no such 
malady or ailment as “indigestion.” 
Unless we see “indigestion” eye to eye 
there is no use talking, for we don’t 
speak the same language. 

I suppose some of you would utter 
the same impatient snort if I were to 
assert that there is no such thing as 
red blood, or even red blood corpuscles, 
But that is precisely true, too. Put a 
drop of the “red” blood under a mi- 
croscope and you have a little closer 
look at it, and you'll find it isn’t red. 
The fluid is a pale straw color and the 
blood cells are rather dull salmon 
pink, It is only a kind of illusion 
that makes this pale watery fluid ap- 
pear scarlet red when regarded in the 
ordinary way; the aggregate of some 
billions of these salmon in each ounce 
of the fluid makes the fluid look red. 

What got me down when I had 
appendicitis was the suggestion of 
retributive justice which worried me 
for the first hour or two of the at- 
tack. What a tragic fate, to be seized 
like this with acute indigestion after 
all I have done to discourage that 


notion! But there I was groaning |! 


with it, an hour or two after I had 
gorged a lot of coconut, which had 
never before given me any trouble, 
nor had anything else “disagreed” 
with me,‘for that matter, I tell you 
I was a pretty sick man for an hour. 
Then we had a real doctor and it 
didn’t take him long to decide on op- 
eration, As soon as I learned it was 
appendicitis I felt quite happy about 
it. What comfort it is to know where 
you are at! Yet it is sad to think 
of all the poor misguided ginks who 
fiddle around with “chronic indiges- 
tion” for months or even for years 
until some grave emergency calls a 
halt to the nonsense and reveals the 
trne nature of the trouble. 

Seores of ailments masquerade un- 
der the name of chronic dyspepsia, 
nervous dyspepsia or indigestion of 
one kind or another. Some very grave 
illnesses are mistreated under the plaus- 
ible fancy that they are “acute” in- 
digestion.” Indeed, the fatal outcome 
of many of the “attacks” of “acute 
indigestion” reported to the news has 
made intelligent folks suspicious of 
such a diagnosis. 

Even if you are ignorant of phys- 
iology as the ordinary educated lay- 
man, still your common sense should 
raise in your mind this question: How 
come so many sinners abuse their di- 
gestive organs with impunity, and yet 
a few unfortunates who carefully avoid 
dietary excesses nevertheless suffer 
acute “attacks” of “indigestion?” Of 
course the only answer is that there 
is no such illness as “acute indiges- 
tion?’ If for any reason digestion is 
suddenly halted or greatly retarded, 
one may experience vague discomfort. 
Or, if the peristaltic process is revers- 
ed one may experience waterbrash. 
nausea or even vomiting. If peristalis 
is much speeded up ... but none of 
these effects. of deranged digestion 
makes one seriously ill. So I warn you 
—don't deceive yourself that any real 
illness is an “attack of indigestion.”

too, we could sell whisky outside the 
state and bring a lot of new money 
iato Georgia.” 

Other representatives and senators 
have studied this plan but have said 
that they felt that the federal gov- 
ernment either would find a way to 
tax state-manufactured whisky at once 
or would call upon congress to pro- 
vide the necessary taxing legislation. 

There was some talk Thursday of 
wet caucus some time next week but 
it has not yet been called. 

All leaders of the legislature are 
agreed that liquor will not be taken 
up until after the Talmadge program 
has been adopted. Therefore, it is not 
expected that. either house or senate 
will go into the matter during the 
first two weeks of the session.

' MARIETTA, Ga., Jan. 10,—Judge 
John M. Stone, 86, one of the most 
prominent citizens of Marietta and 
Cobb county, died here today of in- 
juries teceived Tuesday night when 
he was struck: at a street intersection 
here. by an ambulance, said to have 
been driven by J. P. Owens, of Car- 
tersville. The injured man was rushed 
to the Marietta hospital where his 
condition was pronounced as critical, 
and he néver fully regained con- 


sciousness. 

Judge Stone was prominently iden- 
tified with county politics since 1892. 
During that: year he was elected or- 
dinary of Cobb county: and served 
continually until 1900 when he re- 
tired to enter private business. While 
ordinary he had _ jurisdiction over 
county roads and revenues. During 
his administration the courthouse was 
remodeled and enlarged, also the jail, 
without en siers | any indebtedness 
to the county or floating bond issues. 

In 1924 he re-entered politics and 
was elected commissioner of roads and 
revenues.: He served in. that: capacity 
for two terms of four years. Due to 
a decline in health Judge Stone re- 
fused to run for re-election, and re- 
tired in 1982 from active business.

Judge George K. Large, of the 
prosecution staff, asserted the state 
will prove with a half-dozen hand- 
writing experts, including a German, 
that Bruno Richard Hauptmann 
wrote the Lindbergh ransom notes in 
the same disguised hand that he used 
in providing the police with speci- 
mens of his writing after his arrest. 

Unless plans are changed, the trial 
will enter the handwriting phase and 
the state will try to link every one 
of the 14 ransom notes, including that 
found on the window gill of the Lind- 
bergh nursery, with the silent. Ger- 
man carpenter. 

_Albert 8S. Osborn and his son, of 
New York, will testify first. 

The prosecution introduced in evi- 
dence, over defense objection, 16 
sheets of Hauptmann’s handwriting, 
taken soon after his arrest. In addi- 
tion it has offered 10 of his automo- 
hile licenses, bearing his signature 
and printed notations. Other speci- 
mens, including an insurance liabili- 
ty identification, were offered for 
comparison with the ransom notes. 

The chronological order of develop- 
ment of the trial may be disturbed 
as this line of testimony, expected to 
consume at least two days, as pre- 
sented. 

If it is not the prosecution will of- 
fer first tomorrow the evidence of 
the discovery of the Lindberzh baby’s 
body and its identification.

NEWSPAPERS’ RIGHT 


TO CRITICIZE UPHELD 
INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 10.—()— 


The right of newspapers to criticize | 


completed actions of the courts so 
long as they do not obstruct the proc- 
esses of justice was upheld Wednes- 
day by the Indiana supreme court. 

The ruling was made in a case 
in which the late Don M. Nixon, pub- 
lisher of the Wabash Plain-Dealer, 
had been convicted of contempt o 
court in connection with certain 
newspaper articles which criticized 
Judge Frank ©. Switzer, of the Wa- 
bash circuit court, for appointing a 
receiver for the Wabash County Loan 
& Trust Company. 

Nixon was sentenced to 10 days In 
jail and fined $100. The seupreme 
court’s decision today reversed that 
ruling. It came, however, 
weeks after Nixon's death, 
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They told us when we got to Flem- 
ington courthouse that some of the 
men and women in the crowd that was 
packed tbout the steps and along the 
sidewalks outside the old building had 
been there since 3 o'clock. At 3 
o'clock on a cold, foggy winter morn- 
ing they had gathered there; they had 
been waiting ever since—just for a 
quick glimpse of Lindbergh, or to see 
the arrival of “Jafsie.” . 

“Jafsie”’ is John F. Condon. He 
is the all-important witness who iden- 
tified Bruno Richard Hauptmann as 
the mysterious “John” of the kidnap- 
er’s letters, the shadowy figure with 
whom he talked at the cemetery gate 
on a March night almost three years 
ago. Strangely enough, in no other 
witness has the public seemed to take 
so acute an interest as in this one; 
perhaps because it is for him to unite 
the criminal and the crime, if he can, 
This affable Bronx schoolteacher has 
a grim and terrible part to play in 
this drama, and with a certain dra- 
matic energy he has set himself to 
play it. 

Some women, like myself. have fol- 
lowed the confused mazes of the Lind- 
bergh tragedy only at intervals since 
first it broke across the front pages 
of our newspapers almost three years 
ago, and have since retained only a 
hazy recollection of who “Red” John- 
son and Betty Gow and “Jafsie” are. 
There was hope in those days that was 
destined to bitter disappointment; 
there was an infinite jumble of so- 
called elues, most of them worthless. 
We didn't know what to believe or 
what to discredit, and, for my part, 
when the innocent, beloved baby was 
presently found dead, and all hope 
and all fear died together. I turned 
away from any further reading in the 
matter. What did it matter whom 
they suspected or how successfully 
they trapped him ?—the child was dead. 
No triumph of police or detective skill 
could bring him back. So I had to 
refresh my mind on “Jafsie” when this 
trial began. 

Condon’s Phrases Academic. 

Jafsie is all the old-fashioned school 
teacher, articulate, alert. relishing 
well-rounded periods and using phrases 
and words that suggest his academic 
training. 

“My father had eight cheel-dren,” 
he began roundly.. “I saw early that 
the burden was too great.” The taxi 
was presently “one owned by or at 
the disposal of” the chauffeur. 
“‘Don’t be cowardly, he charged 
the man who called himself John, 
when John would have run from him. 
“*You're my guest!’ I praised him and 
I meant it,” said Jafsie. rather cryp- 
tically, but always with his air of 
scholarly relish. “*What would your 
mother say?” I asked him. “He 
coughed,” the Bronx school teacher 
continued, “and I warned him. ‘The 
inroads of pulmonary disease——’ I 
sai” 

Sometimes he speaks involuntarily 
without due regard for correct court 
procedure, and then, with a touch of 
boyish affection, he will clap his hand 
over his mouth, and widen his eyes 
to an apologetic “Oo—oo—oo?” 

But altogether oné must trust him. 
A little simple, a little garrulous, a 
little of the dominie, yet Jafsie has 
contributed an all-important element 
to the understanding of the most 
dreadful tragedy of our day.

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In South Africa Told by Atlantan 


Speaking informally to ~mempbers of, 
the Atlanta Federation of Women's 
Clubs at luncheon Thursday at the 


Biltmore hotel, Mrs. Mildred Seydell, 
well-known newspaper columnist, told 
of the life and eustoms of women in 
South Africa from where she returned 
recently after traveling in that land 
for three months, Mrs. Seydell em- 
phasized that through South Africa a 
very similar type of civilization exists 
as that in America. “In Capetown,” 
said the speaker, “especially does the 
civilization display a modern mode of 
living where English manners and cus- 
toms” prevail.” Mrs. Seydell was par- 
ticularly impressed with the magnifi- 
cent art galleries in Capetown’as well 
as the conservatories of music and 
other places where the fine. arts are 
studied. Although she did not find 
women’s club activities as progressed 
in this country as in America, Mrs.

Re- 
lating some of the legends pertaining 
to the natives of the Belgian Congo 
sector, Mrs. Seydell aroused her hear- 
ers to keen interest as did her descrip- 
tion of the social life of the women in 
this interesting part of the country 
which she traversed.

Have Long Criminal Records 


While two bills of indictment 
charging burglary and one charging 
possession of burglary tools and nam- 
ing George Henry and James Morgan 
were being prepared Thursday night 
for presentation today to the Fulton 
county grand jury, past records of 
the two men were received by the At- 
lanta police from the department of 
justice at Washington. 

According to City Detectives C. E. 
McCrary and E. 8. Acree, Henry and 
Morgan are named in the bills as the 
men who on January 1 burglarized 
the automobile top finishing shop and 
the hicycle shop at 780 and 789 Gor- 
don street, S. W., where a quantity 
of acetylene gas, oxygen tanks and 
other equipment was stolen. The bur- 
glary equipment which Henry and 
Morgan were loading into an automo- 
bile when arrested January 4 by At- 
lanta detectives, according to Acree 
and McCrary, has been identified as 
some of the loot obtained: from the 
two shops, 

Morgan, under various aliases, ac- 
cording to the government records, 
has served several terms in state peni- 
tentaries following convictions on 
charges of burglary and robbery. 
Henry's record, dating from 1915, 
shows three convictions and_ three 
terms, one of them in the Uhited 
States penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
Kansas. 

_ Morgan Sentenced in 1900. 

Under the name of Magnus Olsen, 
Morgan first gained a @riminal record 
in 1900 when he was sentenced to 
from one to 20 years in the Illinois 
state reformatory on a conviction of 
borglaryr. He was paroled the next 
year and two years later was re- 
turned to the reformatory where he 
escaped the following year. 

In, 1905, according to the govern- 
ment record, Morgan, as James Frank- 
lin, was sentenced to the California 
state. penitentiary for five years on 
conviction of burglary, and was re- 
leased three years later and in two 
months, according to the record, had 
been sentenced as 
three years in the Nevada state peni-

His next convic- 
tion. according to the records, was as 
Herbert Vaughan when he was sen- 
tenced to serve two years at the Unit- 
ed States penitentiary at Leavenworth 
following conviction of impersonating 
a United States officer.

League May Study 
Jap Mandate Islands 


GENEVA, Jan. 10.—()—Ameri- 
can officials today planned to observe 
closely the League of Nations coun- 
cil session which begins tomorrow, es- 
pecially any possible discussion about 
the former German islands in the Pa- 
cific now under mandate to Japan. 

There was criticism of the Japanese 
administration of the islands at the 
November meeting of the 
commission.

The resigna- 
tion is effective March 27,

Gradually, with- 
out their knowing it, father and moth- 
er as well as children lose their iden- 
tity with the group that has money 
for these things. They can’t go to 
the club because membership has 
lapsed.

They can’t go to the 
weddings because foolishly they are 
ashamed to go without sending a pres- 
ent and there is no money for such 
luxuries as wedding gifts. Imper- 
ceptibly they drop out of sight and 
those who are still able to stay in 
the swim forget them. This shouldn't 
apply to one’s intimate friends and 
doesn’t except in instances where the 
intimates were a shoddy lot of fair- 
weather associates. 


Last, but not least, the reduced 
ones are frequently at fault in that 
they get to be excessively sensitive 
about their lost estate. Having the 
comparison between what they had 
and what they have continually on 
their minds, they bere people to 
death with references to this. They 
are half apologetic, half belligerent. 
The one attitude is embarrassing to 
outsiders and the other irritating. 
Consequently those who are still in 
affluence are made to feel guilty 
that they can afford to keep going 
while the old friends have fallen by 
the wayside and we never enjoy 
the compansionship of people who 
make us feel guilty. 


The friendships worth having will 
endure the test of poverty, they will 
even endure the test of disgrace. But 
the ones who are in poverty have to 
do their part, and a big part it is be- 
cause they can no longer hold up 
their end of the financial exchange.

' “The Civie Responsibilities of Wom- 
-€n," was ably discussed by Mrs. Anna 
Steese Richardson, of New York city, 
one of the most distinguished women 
* in the eountry, at Rich’s tea room on 
Thursday afternoon. Mrs. Richard- 
son is director of the Good Citizenship 
bureau of the Woman's Home Com 
lon, and is an entertaining, bril- 
nt and magnetic speaker. 

According to Mrs. Richardson, her 
policy is never to criticize unless she 
can offer a remedy for the problem or 
situation, She opened her talk on 
women's responsibilities by telling her 
interested audience what to do about 
some of them. She pointed out the 
modernization of the club programs as 
an important factor in helping womeu 
solve their civic problems. In this con- 
nection she applauded the action taken 
by the clubs and the federal govern- 

ment in the matter of birth control. 
Mrs. Richardson described the prop- 
er education of the youth of America 
as women's greatest responsibility to- 
day. She deplored the economy in 
educational facilities brought on by 
the depression, saying that “Children 
and teachers are the easiest marks in 
an economy program.” She believes 
that American youth has its rights to 
education and that if it loses the op- 

a to which it is entitled, the 

Inited States will be a much heavier 
loser than the individual. As a 
remedial measure she begged her list- 
eners, especially the women of organ- 
ized groups, to — the department 
of education in its dealings with in- 
stitutions of higher learning where the 
most rigid economies have been prac- 
ticed. 

Still another activity in which wom- 
en should be interested as individuals 
and as group workers is the moderiza- 
tion. program devised by the Federal 
Housing Administration, according to 
Mrs. Richardson, She termed America 
as “shabby,” deploring the fact that 
it has become pathetically indifferent 
to its shabbiness since 1928. She 
urged the clubwomen to look into 
this modernization drive for the rea- 
son that she believes it will do more 
than anything else proposed by the 
government to reduce unemployment 
and relief rolls.

His name is John Hay (Jock) Whitney, who has come closer to 
mixing up business and sport in a sane way than anyone | know. 


Jock Whitney was among those who 
came out to see the new Santa Anita 
race course get under headway and 
see how the various Whitney stables 
were making out—including Twenty 
Grand, 

He also came to Hollywood to en- 
gage a director and see the start of 
his new color picture, “Becky Sharp,” 
which is now ready for production. 

The Whitneys have gone into the 
new color process on a rather large 
scale, and this next feature will give 
a good line regarding the immediate 
future of the new color arrangement. 


Santa Anita and Hialeah. 


“This should be a big season for 
both Santa Anita and Hialeah,” Jock 
Whitney said. 

“They are not rivals in any sense 
of the word, as there are quite enough 
good horses to take care of bot 
tracks. Both tracks are run and con- 
trolled by sportsmen who happen to 
love racing—who happen to have the 
interest of racing and breeding at 
heart. Both are extremely well or- 
ganized and well managed.”

But Twenty Grand 
has been out of competition for some 
time, and today he is a guess and a 
gamble. But he is still fast and a 
great competitor, and there is the 
chance that he will reach top form 
ng Equipoise, another great horse, 
also has a chance. But I doubt that 
either at thie date can beat Caval- 
cade if he is right. Cavalcade is 
younger and closer to racing form. 
There are other good horses in this 
big stake event and many things can 
happen between now and late Feb- 
ruary. It ought to be a great -race, 
however, one of the most spectaé@ular 
we have ever seen. Bunt it will be 
some weeks before one can tell just 
how the leaders look.” 

I asked young Whitney if he didn’t 
think there were too many race tracks 
sprouting all over the landscape. 

“There can easily be too many,” he 
said, “if they are not run by the 
yroper organizations. Santa Anita is 
ucky in the racing authorities han- 
dling California tracks, and the sports- 
men in direct charge, such as Dr. 
Strub, Hal Roach, Gwynne Wilson 
and others. This track should be a 
big success, just as Hialeah has been 
and will continue to be. There will 
generally be enough good horses to go 
around.”

Racing is not the only sport that 
happens to attract Jock Whitney's in- 
terest. He went out for rowing at 
Yale, and today his favorite sports 
are polo and tennis, with hunting and 
fishing among the attracting side- 
lines, 

He admits that he can’t shoot quail 
with Major Louis Beard, who is in 
charge of the Whitney breeding farms 
at Lexington. But in addition to 
racing, polo, tennis, hunting and fish- 
ing. he is still keen and active in 
business, with the color process for 
motion pictures now taking up a large 
part of his time.
